1 ANTI-LIQUOR. 


A careful «urvey*of xh» membership 


of the next Florida ' legislature indi- 
cates that it Is strongly prohibition 
in its tendency and that anti-liquor 
legislation will be one of the feature* 
of the session of 1917. Representa- 
tive N. C.' Bryan of Kissimmee, who 
was nominated for re-election in the 
recent primary, and who was chalr- 
Bian of the temperance comm.lttee of 
the lower house in the last session, 
and One of the leaders In the fights 
for anti-liquor legislation, has, made 
a survey of the situation for the next 
session with the idea of determining 
the) chances for anti-liquor legislation 
to be' passed in the session of 1917. 
He says: 


"A constitutional amendment sub- 


mission bill will undoubtedly be in* 
troduced at the opening of the next 
session of the legislature and from a

tke body which will convene in 1817 
It Is assured that they bill will carry 
Hbw'evek, the passage of this bill will 
not be the only anti-liquor legislation 


i jot the session. The amendment can- 


not be voted on by tbe people until

they want passed, placing liquors un- 
der a 'pure food* provision. This bill 
if enacted into a law would require 
that a standard of purity be estab- 
lished and would compel tbe brand- 
ing of all packages to 
show their

nixed. 


"The enforcement of liquor laws 


«5hen left entirely to local officials' 
often enters In politics and results In 
lax conditions, which should not ex- 
ist. To remedy this evil a law^s pro- 
posed giving the attorney general of 
the state power to enforce the Davis
